The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims, 

Claim 8. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 
forming a reflective layer; and 

forming an absorbing layer, including an oxide layer and an nitride layers, each of a 
thickness of about 700 Angstroms to about 750 Angstroms , over said reflective layer at a 
temperature of less than 250° C so that said layers selectively absorb blue light. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in view of the arguments 
presented in the appeal brief and of the prior art references considered, none has disclosed a reflector 
having a reflective layer and an absorbing layer to selectively absorb blue light wherein the absorbing 
layer includes about 700 to about 750 Angstroms of silicon dioxide and about 700 to about 750 
Angstroms of silicon nitride, as recited in claims 1 and 16. Prior art references of the record also fails to 
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disclose a method forming an absorbing layer over a reflective layer at a temperature less than 250 
degree Celsius wherein the absorbing layer including an oxide layer and a nitride layer each of a 
thickness of about 700 to about 750 Angstroms, wherein the absorbing layer selectively absorbs blue 
light.
